The "professional beauty" is no new 
feature of the London season; and 
though photography has no doubt done 
much to give publicity to the charms 
of the loveliest women in the ranks of 
fashion, yet in the days of our great 
grandfathers and great grandmothers 
the reigning belles e.xcited just as 
much vulgar curiosity and gossip as 
they do now. Take for example the 
Uunnings, Maria and Eli/.abotli, who 
appeared at tin^ C'ouit of Cieorge II., 
one at tlie age of eighteen and the 
other at nineteen, and both without a 
shilling to her dowry. "They areile- 
clareil," writes W'alpole, "to be the 
handsom(\st women alive: they can't 
walk in the Paik or go to Vauxhall 
but such crowds go to see them that 
they ore generally driven away." 
One day they w'ont to see Ifampion 
Court; as they were going into lieauty 
llooni another party arrived; the house- 
keeper, in a great state at excitement, 
said to the ne w-eouu'rs, "This wa_v, 
ladies, here are the great bi^auties !'' 
The iMisses Ciunning thei'eupon tlew 
into a pa.ssion, ai'.d asked her what she 
meant; they went to see the palace, 
and not to be shown as a sight them- 
sel ves. 

The youngest of the two sisters be- 
came the wife of James, Duke of Ham- 
ilton, he fell in love with her at a 
masquerade, and a fortnight later met 
her ut an assembly in Lord Chester- 
tiold's gorgeous new hou.se in .May fair, 
His tinice was so enamored of the 
lovely Elizabeth that he left the faro 
table, wdiere he had staked a thousand 
guineas, and "let the game slide," 
whilst he paid devoted court to his en- 
chantress. Two nights later, at half 
an hour past midnight, they were 
married by Ur. Keith with the ring 
of a bed-curtain in Mayfair Chapel, 
one of the most hasty and eccentric 
marriages on record. In les.-i than 
three weeks Maria tiunning followed 
her sister's example, and was wedded 
to Lord Coventry, though not with 
.such indecent haste as in the other 
case. 

The two beauties were greater ob- 
jpcts of popular curiosity Jafter the r 
marriages than before. When the 
Duchess of Elamilton was |)resonted, 
the crowd at the drawing-room was so 
great that even "noble persons" clam- 
bered upon chairs and tables to look 
at her; whilst mobs gathered round the 
doors of the two "goddesses" to see 
them gel into their sedan-chairs; and 
such a cro\t'il flocked to see the Duchess 
when she went to her castle that 700 
[lersons sat up all night in a Yorkshire 
town in order to see her start in her 
post-chaise in the morning. 

Lady (Coventry was equ illy run af- 
ter; at Worcester a shoemaker made 
two guineas and a half by showing at 
a pininy a head, the shoe which he was 
making for the Countess. She h;id, 
however, little but iier beauty to ro- 
coiuniend her; it was she who made 
the singularly maludroU remark to his 
Afajesly that the one sight she longed 
to see was a coronation. Her husband, 
wdio was a sensible man in many res- 
])ecls, though somewhat of a bear in 
manners, objected to her liulyshi[)'s e.t- 
cessive use of red and while jiaints; 
and once at a large dinner party, sus- 
pecting tliat >she had been "making 
herself uji," he chased his wife round 
the table till he caught her, then before 
the wdiole company, lie scrulibed her 
face with a napkin. When Lady 
Coventry visited Paris she expected 
that her beauty would meet with ap- 
plause which liad followed her and her 
sistiu- through]Englan(l;'bnt she was put 
to iliglit by another English lady, still 
moi-e lovely in the eyps|of the I'tirisians. 
A .Mrs. Piltjtook a seat at the opera 
ojipo.site the Countess, and was so 
much handsomer than Iier ladyship 
that the jmrterre cried out that this 
was the real English angel; whereupon 
Lady Coventry left Paris in a hurt". 
Not long aftijrward she died of coii- 
suuiption, accelerated, it was supposed, 
Ijy the red and white paint with wdiich 
she plastered those luckless charms of 
hers.

There is good toason for supposing that 
the raihvuy l:\Jicla which liave been long 

locked up t(i the giiiat iletriiuout uf the 
province, are ;it last to be tluowii open. 
There liua lately bL'eii a ^'reat funs made 
about laiida to be yiveu ti. a tmnn Jiilf 
company on condition tli.it they build a 
railway and steamers to open up tho 
Kootenay country, and who will have to 
spend a million and a half before they can 
touch an acre. The lockiiii^' up of tho 
railway laiida, huwevei, Iki.h been borne 
with the utiiiii.st iiliiloaopli^' and compos- 
ure, probably becau'se tiiey were locked 
up, and nobody could take tlieni away — 
they wercHiifc. Tharo is now little doubt 
that not only will the railway lands ho 
thrown open for public use, but that tho 
Island raiKvaj- itself will soou have a local 
habitation and name, and that tiic 
course of events wdl brin;; about its in 
cepliuu, whether the first move iji tlic 
matter comes from Ottawa and is shad- 
owed forth among ^tho "great expecta- 
tions" of the governmgnt policy or iiot. 
As cirotiuistanucs will take cnro of the 
railway, so tlioy have provided for the 
opening of the railway laiula. It is no 
longer a matter of choice; the great ad- 
vantages of British Columbia as an iinini- 
ifratioM field have boeii advertised in a 
most etl'ectivo manner; people have ans- 
wered the advertisemeiib and say they are 
coming in hundreds if not thousands. 
Many of tlieai! are fartiieiH and agricultu- 
ral laborers and must have lands provided 
for thoiu, uiilosH the DoMiiiiii)n wishes to 
stultify itself and bring peoplu here uu a 
fool's errand. In tins way m^coaaity has 
virtually uulookod thu railway laiid.s, and 
it is equally powerful to do a good many 
other thiiiL^a ni thu same way. There 
•leenis to be some dilFeroiice of opinion as 
to the ■ agricii Itnral value of these lands, 
but that is a matter which will find its 
own solution, and tho sooner it in [jut to 
the test the better. The opening of the 
hmda is a subject which will doubtless en- 
gage the early attention of the govern- 
ment, and willi these at her disposal 
Urititth Columbia will hi* enabled to fulfil 
the i)roiiiise.s she has hold out to those in 
distant porlion.s of the Uominion who aro 
about to atr.ke their tents and seek new 
homes within her borders. In ii settled 
agricultural population the province will 
receive an iuipui-tant addition to its in- 
dustries anil a ti.\ed and stable elemont 
to its populalion, wiihout which no coun- 
try can make sure and steady i>rogress, 
and lay a safe foundation on which to 
build its future. 



MEMbHnS' IN DEM NIT Y. 

Mr. Duiistuuir has drawn attention to 
tho fact that the inninland nieniburs have 
been detained at Victoria for a period far 
beyond that eonteinplatcd by the act, and 
that in coiiseinience they are put to great 
expense and inconvenienco. The allusion 
is timely. In tlie interest of the country 
l.li« ri;[ireHeiitatives are now adjourning 
from day to d.iv awaiting iiiiportaut dis- 
patches from Ottiiwa; and sve feel sure 
that tlie country is prepared to recognize 
in some flubatantial iiiaiiiu'r their patriotic 
services.

The Laiirf.t contain.s tho following rela- 
tive to tho death of her Majoaty'a late 
personal servant, John Brown: "The 
death of this trusty and respected servant 
of the Queen will cause sincere regret to 
those who knew him, and it may well be 
taken as a warn iiig by all who consider 
circmnstances inider which he contracted 
the 'cidd' ti'.at brought liiiii to an un- 
timely end. He did not complain of fool- 
ing ill till the following Saturday evening. 
On Sunday nioniiiig severe erysipelas ap 
pearod of the nose and cheek, whicli gra 
dually H|)read over the whole head, with a 
great deal of fevor. On IMonday he be- 
came delirious, ou Tuesday afternoon co- 
ma supervened, and he died about twenty 
minutes to eleven on Tuesday night. He 
was seen from the first by Sir W. Jenner, 
who attended him to tho last, in consulta- 
tion with Dr. Keid. If any man can be 
held to be conatitutiunally armed against 
the perils of chill, or comparatively slight 
exposure, this robust Highlander might 
have been so regarded; but the event has 
proved that a somewhat long drive in an 
open trap on a bleak d.ay, and an hour or 
two spent standing about in the cold, 
might prove more than even hi.s hardy 
frame could bear. In truth no organism 
is naturally protected so that tho depress- 
ing effects of a suddenly or peraiatuntly 
lowered tomperaturo must be jjowcrloss 
to hinder. 'I'he tjueen is in e.xcellcnt 
health, though gre.itly aliecled by the 
death of her pers.nial at teiulaiit, who has 
served her so faithfully for over thirty- 
four years." 'I'he j)o!i.shL>d oak collin 
which contained the reniaina bore the fol- 
lowing inscription: ".lohii Brown, born 
8th December, IH'Jd; died 'J7th March, 
1883. " 

At a large and inliuent ial iiioeting re- 
cently held at liaiibury the Biaho]) of ().\- 
ford presided, and in discussing the de- 
ceased wife's sister (juestion, said ho be- 
lieved that tlie proposed cliango -would 
cause endless confusion and disorder in 
religious and social life. Lord Beauohaiiip 
proposed, and it was carried iiiianiiiiously , 
"That, as the law prnhibitiiig a man's 
marriage with a deceased wife's sister is 
consonant with the law of God, and in 
harmony with the religious convictions of 
the people of this cliutitry, it ought to be 
maintained iu its inti^grity." 

A boy namOLl fisher made a daring at- 
tempt to escape from tho training ship St. 
Vincent at (Josport recently. liu broke 
out of the ship and gniiig to ilaslar, select 
ed from a fleet uf yachts a suren-tonner. 
Having set sail, he left the harbor with 
tho intention of going to France. When 
otr Littlehamptoii, having thus gone ISO 
miles, with a heavy wind aiul sti'ong cur- 
rent, which must have .severely tested his 
navigating skill, li>' was hailed by tiio 
coastguard , and lis ho refu.sed to answer, 
the yacht was boarded and brought in. 
There were no provisions in the boat, and 
the boy imagined ho would bo able to run 
before tho wind and reach the French 
coast in a few lioura. 

The subject of suhduing the raging 
wavoa by applying oil is attracting inucli 
uttontion in England. AJr. Richard Rose 
professes to have perfected a plan for the 
protection of vessels at sea. Hia plan is 
to have tanks for Ihi; oil in sunie part of 
tho vessel that is not generally available 
for cargo — for example, between tho out- 
. er plating and the inner lining of the ves- 
sel, or a shallow taiik arranged above the 
keelson. Small spaces sufhco for oil stor- 
age, and each tank is connected by an 
outlet pipe with.a powerful force pump, 
which in turn is connected with a service 
pipe going round the veasol, and haying 



in it jota for the etuiasion of the oil. The 
oil can be ejected to a distance of many 
yards, so as to meet advancing waves. 

At Chatham a discovery of stolen pro- 
perty has just been made. A few weeks 
ago some valuable parcels of r.icorschaum 
and other pipes, valued at JLTiO, Wore sto- 
len from the Chatham railway station. 
The property was not found until recent- 
ly, when some men who were efloctiiig re- 
pairs at the garrison church found nearly 
the whole of it cencealed under tho floor. 
The verger, named Henry James Blower, 
has been apprehended and roinaiKled on a 
charge of receiving it, knowing it be sto- 
len. 

An illicit still in full operation has boon 
discovered by the excise ufhcera in a farm 
house at Lash Edge, near Lcok. There 
were a number of utensils used in distil- 
lation, and nearly 150 gallons of wash in 
the sanio room. The tenant, Ann Hailey 
with her daughter and a nian.fcrvaiit, were 
apprehended. 

Domostlclty as a Causo of Insas.it7. 

Mrs. M , aged forty four, mother 

of eight children, had acute mania. The 
husband, when a.sked if he could .lugguat 
any cause^for her illness, exclaimed with 
much agitation that he could not conceive 
any reasuH. "She is a most domestic 
woman; is always doing something for 
her children, is always at work for ua all; 
never goes out of the house, oven to 
church on, Sunday; never goes gadding 
about at the neighbors' houses, or talking 
from one to another; has been one of the 
beat wives and mothera, and is always at 
home." The superintendent of the Hart- 
ford Retreat for tho Itisane (from the re- 
port of wliicli thia case is taken), in coiii- 
mentiiig on it, says: "This appreciative 
liiisbaud could hardly have furnished a 
more fjrapliic delineation of the causes of 
his wife's insanity, oven liatl he uiuler- 
stood them over so thoroughly."— /^on- 
ilon Meilirat Record.

FOURTH FARLIAMENT. 

FIRST SESSION. 



FiiiDAY, April 27, 1883. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 p. in. 
Prayers by the Rev. Mr. Smith. 

PRIVILKOC 

Mr. Orr stated that in the abstract given 
of tho report of the committee 
on the Morrison claim for ta.xos in 
The Culoniit, it was stated that the report 
expressed an opinion that- the money 
shottld be paid; the rOport expressed no 
opinion. 

Mr. Dunsrauir complained that tho 
Standard had made him say in tho debate 
on tho adjournment yesterday "wo o.xpcct 
suinething througli thia afternoon. " What 
ho diJ say wa.s "there may be something 
and it is luit likely they would deal with 
the question of the goveniinont policy till 
Monday." While on this subject ho 
would make a few reumrks; he observed 
that all tho reporters that had attended 
the hiuLso had complained that they could 
not hear diHtiiictly in the gallery where 
they were placed, and it would bo much 
better if some ditlerent arrangement were 
made for them another session and he 
hoped this would be done. 

. 1NQ0IRV. 
Mr. Allen moved the following resolu- 
tion : — 

That a cununittee bo appninted tci I'li- 
quire if al any time Mr. (i:iibiaith pro- 
pciaed or aiibmitted, cr in any way rcciuu 
mended the late govcrnincnt to lease any 
portion of tho timber liiiids of tho pro- 
vince in tho neighborhood of or in the 
district of Kootenay, with [inwor to call 
for piUMons ami paper.s and report to thia 
house; committee to coiiai.st of Mes.sis. 
John, llelgeaen, Martin, Cowan and the 
mover. 

Mr. Allen .said he would like to ascer- 
tain whether this nas tho case or not and 
ho hoped the resolution would be ad- 
opted. 

Mr. Dunsmuir thought that tho com- 
mittee ahould not wholly consist of ttio.se 
opposed to the Ivootenay bill, but be a 
little more nii.vod up. 

Mr. Orr said it was done without a 
thought, and ho was willini; Mr. Duns- 
muir should go on the cuminittee. 

Mr. Dunsmuir thought he ought to be 
kept ofl'. 

ilf. (ialliraith aaid he \\:\h porfoctly aat- 
islied with the cummittoo as it was, as he 
had niitliing t.^fear, but courted the ful- 
lest inveatigatlon. 

Mr. Orr aaid he had not changed liia 
position as inferred by Mr. Galbraith. 

Mr. fialliraith said he was perfectly sat- 
isfied with the committje proposed. 

Hon. Mr. Kobsoii thought if Mr. (ial- 
braith was satisfied there was an end of 
tho matter. 

It was decided to let the committee re- 
main as It was, and the resolution was ad- 
opted. 

ADJOUUN.MKNT. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho moved that tho house 
adjourn till Monday aa he did not think 
it would be any good for lueinbera to re- 
turn on Saturday. 

Mr. Dunsmuir wished to draw the at- 
tention of the government to a matter. 
Ho was an islander liiinaelf,but there wi io 
a number of membora from the mainland, 
and a.s many of thorn wore getting in 
their crops, he thought there should be 
something placed on Ilia eatimatoa for 
those members from tho mainland who 
had been thus put to increased expense by 
being detained here. 

Mr. Cialbraith thought tlie goveriuneiit 
might be in a position tojjive information 
to the house to-morrow, and that there 
should be a meeting of the house then, .as 
many of the members were kept here 
at an oxpensethat could not be reimbursed. 
They would then have Sunday and a part 
of INIonday morning to think over the 
matter. Ho had no wish to inconvenience 
tho leader of tlie governniont. 

Hon. Mr. Sinitho tlioiiglit that nothing 
was to bo gained. Saturday was not a 
sitting day at Ottawa, but thoro was a 
meeting of the executive council, and it 
might bo that tho Dominion government 
had been so pres.sod that tlioy had defered 
the British Columbia matter till then and 
lie did not think thoroforo it would bo 
any advantage to hold a session on Satur- 
day. 

Hon. Mr. Smithc's motion was tlion 
carrigft and tho house adjourned till Mon- 
day aftornoon at 2 o'clock.

Torpo&o Scats. 

The i'rm.'.s gives the following account 
of torpedo oxperiinents at Purlsniouth — 

Any compariaijii iiistitiited between the 
naval strength of England and that of 
any other power would be imperfect if 
confined tu ships and their armaments 
alone. In any future action at sea the 
locomotive lor[iedo is destined to produce 
important results; and it nut tu.i nuicli to 
assert that the iillimale vicloty will de- 
pend less u[)on the atrenuth of the re- 
spective tlcela than upon their turjiedu 
equipment and the dexterity with which 
tho torpedo craft are handled at tho criti- 
cal moment of tho conflict. When thi; 
ships come into close quarters and the ac- 
tion is fully developed, il will bo next to 
impossible to [iruvide against the attacks 
uf the swift and iiiiuble wasps which will 
be let loose under cover uf the smoke; 
and once tho attack is accurately deliver 
ed nu structural protection which is with- 
in the art of tho naval architect will suf- 
fice to iireveiit the destruction of the 
largest and moat powerful armor-clad. 
The admiralty have for many years past 
devotud great attention lo the torpedo 
equ![)inent of our ships of war, and there 
ia at tho present time scarcely a vessel of 
any importanco which is nut fitted with 
air-compressing inachinory for discharg- 
ing the NVhitelie.ul torpedo fnnii the bows 
and the bruadside. Hut from defects in 
the gear itself and tho ditlicultiea which 
the projectile eiicouutera after en- 
tering the water, there will alwaya 
be a large amoniit of uncertainty in the 
uae of topodoos on board ship. The full 
value of tho weapon can be host obtained 
by ita uae in indeiiendeiit and specially- 
constructed craft, small in size, of greai 
speed and of wonderful alertness; and Ihe 
navy estimates fur the ensuing ye.ar show 
that the admiralty are fully alive tu the 
importance of the torpedo as an aid to the 
gun. At tho presoiit tune the number of 
torpedo boats, apart from torpedo pin- 
naces, is 70 -viz., 20 lirst-claas and oO 
second-class; and provision is made in the 
estim.ite.s lor the purchase of -7 mure from 
private buildius. The lirat-class craft are 
'.10 feet in length, have a speed of about 
20 knots, and are capablo of carrying on 
operations on their own account at a reas- 
onable distance from tho shore. They 
will be of immense utility for coast and 
harbor defence, and orders have been re- 
cently received at Portsmouth for four to 
be sent to Malta. Tho second -class boats 
are Gl! feet long, with a ber.ui 7 f-ict 1) in. 
and a speed of 17 knots, They are in- 
tended to form part of the boat comple- 
ment of a man-of-war, and to bo uaed 
against an enemy in conjunction with tho 
shi[)s tu which they belong. At first, in 
the smaller craft, tho turpeduos were luw- 
ered intu the water by means uf ;i sort of 
cradle at each aide, and were discharged 
from the boat by moans of their own pro- 
pelling mactiinor). This however, was 
not found to give satisfaction; and as 
there was no room on board for thu 
necessary machinery to i,'ive thorn an in- 
itial iiiquilse by means of compressed air, 
tho torpodoiis in the newest craft are now 
ejected by steam from the main boilers 
by a method which was invented by Mr. 
Yarrow, of Poplar. Of this new type of 
boat there are eleven 111 the service. 
Nine have been received at Purtsmouth 
frum Messrs. Yarrow it Co. and Messrs. 
Thornycroft & Co. for the trial of their 
impulse gear, after having undergone sa- 
tisfactory steam trials on tho Thames. 
Tho steam ejecting apparatus of one of 
the former makers' boats was tried at 
Portsmouth lately by Mr. Mayston, of 
the steam department, and Capt. Ivtark- 
ham and Lieut, (iaiway uf the Veinun. 
Mr, Andrewa of the Admiralty, was also 
present on the uccasioii. in this boat 
both the propelling engines and tho im- 
pulse gear diflcred slightly from those 
which have hitherto been received into 
the service. The vacuum in the surface 
condenser is ]iroiluced l.iy an air-pump 
and a centrifugal circulating pump, which 
are worked by a small conqiound engine, 
which also works the feed pumps. By 
these means tho vaccum can be main- 
tained when the main engines are at rest, 
and consequently great facility of start- 
ing is secured . The ejecting apparatus 
consists of a couple of troughs fitted 
parallel to each other forward and having 
a slight dip downward. 

A ITo?ro Faradiso. 

Captain Don, of the wrecked English 
steamship -K/io.s, which arrived at Phila- 
delphia recently, relates an interesting 
story. Tho vessel sailed from Now York 
for Kingston, Jamaica, in Sopteinber last. 
Her cargo was worth ,S20n,OnO and was uf 
a miscellaneous character. She had 
reached the Bahama banks in safety, but 
rail ashore oil' tho groat liiagua island, 
■one of the Bahamas. She was blown high 
on tho beach, and the crew escaped with 
difiiculty t') the land. Here they found 
a veritable negro paradise. The island is 
literally uvorrun with negmes. They are 
the lords of the hiiid, skilled in trade and 
not uiiiicipiainted with rude arts. Only a 
few white men live on the island, and they 
are but the agent.s of English merchants. 
The exports from this curious island 
average four vessel-loads of salt a year, 
and the inqiorts cunsisl of thu four cargoes 
uf morchaiidiae broiii,'IU in exchange for 
tho salt. The ship's cargo of silks, fine 
linen, broadclulhs, brandy, champagnes 
and provisiuiis, had been thrown over- 
board when the vessel ran ashore. It 
was gathered up by the natives, and a 
grand dross carnival and high debauch 
was inaugurated. In a few days the 
island was a scene of wild dissipation.

Excitement Oansed by a Froachor's 
denunciation of Socrot Sociotlos. 

A singular scene occurred yesterday 
afternoon, s.iys the Washington Star, at 
the funeral of the late C. M. Ford, at the 
M. E. Church, on Twelfth street south- 
east. There were present in the church 
besidos the members, the Knights of 
Pythias, the Independent Order of Mo- 
chanics, (irand Army of the Reiiublic and 
the Union Veteran Corps, of which 
bodies deceased was a membor. These 
gentlemen appeared without regalia. 
Rev. Jonathan Blanchard of Who.iton 
College, HI., arose tu deliver tho funeral 
discourse. Tho audience soon evinced 
much disapprobation, for it was soon ap 
parent that the discourse waa an invective 
.againat secret societies. Mrs. Ackers, n 
sister of the deceased, became hysterical, 
and her sobs and cries created much ex- 
citement, wdiich was intensilied in a few 
moments when she fainted. Mr. Blanch- 
ard simply requested tluit the windows be 
oiiened, and was about to proceed with 
his address, when Mr. Walter Brown and 
others walked up to the front of thu pul- 
pit and aaid that the family desired that 
he cease, and that Mr. Morgan, the pastor 
of the church, should linish the service. 

Mr. Blanchard .said Mr. Ford, tho 
father of deceased, had requested him tu 
oIKciato, and asked Mr. Ford if it was nut 
so. Mr. Ford replied that it was so, but 
[lorhaps he had better stop. Several 
called tu Mr. Blanchard to sit down, and 
there wf.s cuiisider.ible disorder. In 
the meantime iMrs, .-Xckers had b. en taken 
frum the church and tu a neighburing 
house, where Dr. Doiiohue, surgeon of 
the Veteran Corps, administered restor- 
atives, under which she revived. Mr. 
Blancliard at once left the church with a 
cumpanion. Rev. iMr. iMcirgan concluded 
the service, and the cortege formed and 
proceeded with the remains tu (llenwood, 
where the interment took iilacu. Mr. 
Blanchard, it appears, was invited to 
preach the sermon by Mr. Milton Ford, 
tho father of the deceased, who is a mem- 
ber of the National Christian .-Xssoeiation , 
uf wdiich .Mr. Blanchard is the Pri'sideiil. 
It was announced to the secret societies 
that the members might attend as friends, 
and not otherwise, and theroforo they 
were not present in regalia. 

Arab! in Ooylon. 

An .\mericaii reaideiit writing from Co- 
lombo, Ceylon, refers to a visit to .-Vrabi 
Pasha in hia exile, as follows: I wrote to 
the secretary asking for an interview with 
Arabi, which waa iinmodiatoly granted. I 
found him very comfortably settled in 
Lake House, Slave Island which is a fine 
bungalow on tho bank of a lotus covered 
lake .surrounded with [ilantains, jialms, 
and other tropical vegetation. When ] 
arrived .-Xrabi was seated with five of his 
fellow exiles in tho verandah, which is tho 
pltiasaiitost part of all Indian bungalows 
and mostly used as a sitting room. Hav- 
ing partaken of the usual black coITee and 
smoked the hookah, we cimimonoed our 
ciinvorsation. I first asked him what ho 
thought of Ceylon as his future prison. 
"1 am pleased," said he, "that Ceylon 
was chosen, because according to our re- 
ligion it is the tiarden of Eden, and the 
first abode of man, but I would rather bo 
in a place where thero are more Europe- 
ans.'' Ho was greatly interested in the 
account I gave him of the .States and uf 
.\u3tralia (which place I have recently 
visited) and seemed to greatly admire the 
courage and discipline of the British array. 
I informed him that there had been a 
great many conllictiiig statements in our 
newspapers in regard to a few doubtful 
(luestions during the war, and that the 
one wdiich waa of moat importance to the 
Britishers waa: "Did you intend to block 
tho Suez canal /" On this poini he would 
not answer, saying that he would rather for- 
get all about Egyptian a Hairs during the war. 
But I have been able to obtain informa- 
tion from other ollicors uf tho party 
which, as their stateiiienta wuuld not af- 
fect their iireacnt position, may be relied 
upun. .-Vrabi know the strength of his 
position at Kafr-el-dwar, and was aware 
of the importanco of protecting his en- 
trenchmenta from being ondangered by a 
Hank movement of the British by way of 
the canal. He had made preparations to 
torpedo the canal, and was only deterred 
from doing so by supposing that tho Brit- 
iah lleet would not enter without his con- 
sent. But ho was reckoning without 
his host, as Ar.abi discovered tu his cost 
when it was ttu) late to carry out his pro- 
ject.

At tho Union Baptist Church last even- 
ing W. H, B(!ruliard,a cunverted Hebrew, 
delivered a lecture un "Travels in Pales- 
tine," fur the beiielit of the .Sunday 
.Schuul. The lecture was not remarkable 
for its brilliancy or elocutionary delivery, 
as Mr. Bernliard cannot speak plain Eng- 
lish. After a meager description of tho 
cities of Joppa and Jerus.aleni, in which 
ho spoke of the iieculiarities uf the .Jews 
identified with the crucifixion of Christ, 
he proceeded to tho river Jordan and 
made a de«cont from the Sea of Gallilee 
to tho Dead sea. "Some people," he cun- 
tinned, "believe tho river Jordan is not 
deep, but they are mistaken. I have 
been there ;uid I know how it is myself. 
It is a mistake to suppose Mount Ararat, 
where the ark rested, is one mountain;it is 
a range, and I have examined the steep 
descont of the highest peak 1G,000 feet 
and I don't soe how olephaiits could have 
come dowr. from tho ark without sprain- 
ing their ankles. I want it understood 
that I am lu t running upposilion tu tho 
.Jews bore among you haril-shell Baptists 
for "with all their faults I love them still." 
He then dwelt upon the places in tho 
Holy Land of Hebrew origin and the city 
of Bethel whore tho Jewish Rabbis arc 
lirepared tu preach un the 613 precepts 
and ten couniiandineiiLS of the Jowiah re- 
ligion. The phylacteries used among the 
Russian .lews by boys .if tin- ] I! years of 
age in their morning devotions were ex- 
hibited and an explanation given of thoir 
utility. These fringes he said are a pre- 
cept from the law of Moses and aro for 
the prayer of Shenna Jesrow. .\t this 
juncture somebody in the audience said 
the lecturer was "ofl'" on his explanation 
of Shenna Jesrow, and indeed he was 
nonplussed by this interruption. As there 
appeared a manifestation of levity in 
the lecturer closed his rennirks by stating 
that he had eighteen more lectures on tho 
Holy Land if the audience would like to 
hear them, but they did not appear to 
take kindly to tho proposed ponaiico. — 
S. F. Chronicle.
